Colony Evacuation 
Changes Plans 


Following the news of Hongkong’s 
evacuation, received by wireless on 
board, a number of British women 
and children bound for the Colony 
disemburlced ut Capetown, from a 
liner which arrived at - Hongkong 
yesterday, 

More than 20 British women and 
children disembarked here from the 
liner yesterday, but about 12 left 
the ship'at Capetown as they were 


told they. would not. be_permitted to]. 


Jand at Hongkong. As the news of 
Hongkong’s evacuation was received 
after the liner left England, there 
was some consternation, and frantic 
cables. were sent to husbands in 
Hongkong as soon as Capetown was 
reached. : 

“After inspecting the fine schvols 
{n Capetown and making enquiries,

The announcement that the British 
garrisons in Shanghai, Tientsin and 
Peiping ure to be withdrawn {s not 
nitogether unexpected. It confirms 
once ngain the wisdom of the Home 
Government in ordering the evacun~ 
tion of women and children from 
Hongkong. Like the evacuntion, the 
decision to «withdraw the: British 
forees from North Chinn Is not 
motivated by any considerations of 
immediate emergency. Rather, it ts 


a long-range decision, ensuring that 


any emergency that may arise will 
not find Britain at a disadvantage Sf 
there {s occasion for bargoining. 

Jopanese penctration southwards 
has for some time made It clear that 
Britain's forces in North China, both 
Raval and military, could-rount-on-no 
support In the event of an emergency. 
Weihaiwel was more or less abandon~ 
ed os a naval base before the out- 
break’ of war in Europe;: the British 
garrison at Tlentsin, onc Company 
exeepted, was. withdrawn shortly 
after: the outbreak of war in Europe 
and, in Shanghal, the- British patrol 
area in the Internntional Settlement 
untenable by the encroachment of 
the Japanese.

Altogether 400 German planes have 
been brought down .over or around 
Britain since war began, 326 within 
the last eight weeks, making a daily 
average of six. : .
